The decision will be appeal- 
ed. but \lnce the "Times" and their 
critic ha\\> already two decisions in 
their favoX it looks as though this 
latest attempt to strang e legitimate 
criticism and create a precedent that 
might servi in other states of the 
union, will flail. Proceedings against 
(he theatrical managers involved were 
taken under /the Statute of Civil Rights 
originally designed to protect negroes. 
Chinamen amd others from humiliation 
and abuse in being thrown out of 
theatres for which they had purchased 
tickets. U. however, admits of a larger 
interpretation as to the right of any 
decent 7 citizen to attend a performance 
in j/liccnmsH theatre. The question of 
WoofcotV* right to earn his live- 
s’ll hood as a-TKTlter on theatrical topics 
was aladSlnYolved. Curiously enough, 
ihe preeiwfama which the defendants 
presented to Justify their course were 
those framed for the protection of the 
public against ticket speculators. Thus 
It will be seen that critics, like ticket 
speculators, only enjoy the favor of 
managers when they can use them for 
their own gain. 

The decision is one that interests all 
critics for the case is obviously a test 
one. It was clearly shown, and so hold 
by the court, that no case of unfairness 
was made out against Mr. Woolcott. 
who Is a serious, discriminating and 
fair-minded critic. The attempt was 
part oX a general conspiracy which has 
been going on for some time in New 
York to strangle all theatrical com- 
ment not whole-heartedly favorable. 
Some newspapers under pressure from 
the counting house yielded to these 
black hand" tactics, but the "Times” 
manfully fought the cause of Its critic. 
Against him no iota of malice was 
shown In the exhibits. 

It is to be hoped that the appellate 
court will take as sound a view', for the 
question Involved is a much more im- 
portant one than even that of Indivi- 
dual liberty. The extinction of the 
fair-minded dramatic critic would 
mean that the last protection of intel- 
ligent playgoers would be removed. 
There are some theatrical managers 
of Intelligence and taste, but it would 
hardly be argued that they are In a 
majority. The best of them are neces- 
sarily Inferior to trained critics in 
knowledge, intelligence and taste. That 
1s not their fault, because their train- 
ing has lain along different lines. In 
European countries where the govern- 
ment realizes ita responsibility in con- 
nection with the theatre, and it !s 
regulated by officials of artistic train- 
ing and experience, the need of legiti- 
mate press criticism Is not so great. 
In America there has been a total fail- 
ure to grapple with the problem of the 
theatre, despite the very vital part It 
plays In the manners, morals and in- 
tellectual development of the theatre- 
Banish the critics and the only re- 
course is to police officers who again, 
by virtue of their own special train- 
ing. ore quite Incompetent to deal with 
the questions Involved. This is shown 
by the fact that police censorships 
have always been and always will be 
failures. Legitimate criticism, because 
iL protects the best Interests' of the 
drama and the theatre, is not merely 
essential to the public welfare but in 
reality It is genuinely serviceable to 
the manager If he would bring him- 
self to see the matter In a truthful 
light. Legitimate vendors of ordinary 
commercial wares welcome govern- 
ment Inspection and regulation which 
prevent the cheating merchant from 
selling adulterated goods under false 
representation. Why then should 
managers object to the presence of Ir- 
reproachable critics like Mr. Wool-
